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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES. 


Boston,  January  5,  1926. 

Hon.  Malcolm  E.  Nichols, 

Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston: 

Sir, —  In  compliance  with  the  ordinances,  the  trus- 
tees of  The  Boston  City  Hospital  present  the  following 
report  of  its  condition  for  the  period  of  eleven  months, 
ending  December  31,  1925. 

This  is  the  sixty-second  annual  report  of  the  Hospital 
Department,  which  consists  of  the  Main  Hospital,  the 
South  Department  for  contagious  diseases,  the  Hay- 
market  Square  Relief  Station,  the  East  Boston  Relief 
Station  and  the  Convalescent  Home  in  Dorchester. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  was  organized  on  May  4, 
1925,  by  the  election  of  Mr.  Joseph  P.  Manning  as  presi- 
dent and  Mr.  Thomas  A.  Forsyth  as  secretary. 

In  May  Mr.  Carl  Dreyfus  was  reappointed  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  for  the  term  enkling  April  30,  1930. 

Expenditures. 
The  total  expenditures  for  all  departments  of  the 
Hospital  during  the  fiscal  year  were  $1,661,888.45.  Of 
the  total  operating  expenses  $1,134,285.94  was  expended 
upon  the  hospital  proper  and  its  subdivisions;  $176,- 
152.54  on  account  of  the  Out-Patient  Department; 
$237,120.20  on  account  of  the  South  Department; 
$66,191.39  on  account  of  the  Haymarket  Square  Relief 
Station;  $31,376.71  on  account  of  the  East  Boston 
Relief  Station;  and  $16,761.67  for  the  Convalescent 
Home.  Of  the  amount  spent  on  Pathological  Labo- 
ratory, $35,796.71,  $30,785.17  is  included  in  the  hospital 
proper  expenditures,  $1,431.87  in  the  Out-Patient  De- 
partment, and  $3,579.67  in  the  South  Department 
expenditures.     The  entire  amount  spent  on  the  Thorn- 
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dike  Memorial  Laboratory,  $50,552.83  is  included  in 
the  hospital  proper  expenditures.  Of  the  total  amount 
spent  on  the  X-Ray  and  Photographic  Department, 
$55,484.07,  $19,974.27  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper 
and  $35,509.80  to  the  Out-Patient  Department.  Of 
the  total  amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Physical 
Therapeutics,  $18,830.34,  $2,824.55  is  charged  to  the 
hospital  proper  and  $16,005.79  to  the  Out-Patient 
Department.  Of  the  total  amount  spent  on  the  Clin- 
ical Laboratory,  $9,874.70,  $5,529.83  is  charged  to  the 
hospital  proper  and  $4,344.87  to  the  Out-Patient  De- 
partment. Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Blood  Labo- 
ratory, $5,531.77,  $3,540.33  is  charged  to  the  hospital 
proper  and  $1,991.44  to  the  Out-Patient  Department. 
Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Immunology, 
$4,193.57,  $209.68  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper  and 
$3,983.89  to  the  Out-Patient  Department.  Of  the 
amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Oral  Surgery, 
$1,392.13,  $403.72  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper  and 
$988.41  to  the  Out-Patient  Department.  Of  the  amount 
spent  on  the  Department  of  Social  Work,  $16,840.79, 
$7,759.39  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper,  $7,915.17  to 
the  Out-Patient  Department  and  $1,166.23  to  the  South 
Department.  Of  the  amount  spent  in  ascertaining  the 
settlement  of  patients,  $1,666.21,  $1,516.25  was  spent 
on  the  hospital  proper  and  $149.96  on  the  South 
Department. 

In  Table  No.  2  the  expenditures  on  the  hospital  proper 
and  the  South  Department  are  combined  under  the  title 
"Main  Hospital." 

The  methods  of  obtaining  the  per  capita  cost  in  the 
various  departments  are  shown  in  Tables  No.  1  and  No.  2 
of  the  Superintendent's  Report.  From  the  total  operat- 
ing expenses  are  deducted  the  increases  'in  stock  on  hand 
at  the  end  of  the  year  over  that  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year  (or  the  decreases  are  added,  as  the  case  may  re- 
quire). There  is  also  deducted  the  cost  of  permanent 
improvements  and  other  extraordinary  expenditures 
(resetting  boilers  and  petroleum  oil  burners,   care   of 
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obstetrical  cases  in  other  hospitals,  also  special  investi- 
gation). This  gives  the  amount  properly  chargeable 
to  maintenance.  This  cost  of  maintenance  is  divided 
by  the  number  of  days'  board  given  ward  patients  or  the 
number  of  visits  of  out-patients,  to  obtain  the  per 
capita  cost  per  patient. 

The  per  capita  cost  at  the  hospital  proper  was  $4.30 
per  day  for  ward  patients;  at  the  South  Department, 
$4.47;  but  taking  the  hospital  proper  and  the  South 
Department  together,  the  per  capita  cost  per  ward 
patient  was  $4.33.  At  the  Convalescent  Home,  the  per 
capita  cost  per  patient  was  $3.83  per  day.  The  cost  of 
out-patients  per  visit  was  79  cents  at  the  hospital  proper, 
$2.14  at  the  Haymarket  Square  Relief  Station  and  $1.23 
at  the  East  Boston  Relief  Station.  The  cost  of  uncooked 
food  supplies  for  the  hospital  in  all  its  departments  has 
been  $3.47  per  person  per  week  or  50  cents  per  day. 

Paying  Patients. 
During  the  past  eleven  months  there  has  been  col- 
lected for  the  care  and  treatment  of  patients  of  all  classes 
the  sum  of  $162,064.75,  itemized  as  follows:  There  was 
received  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  for 
the  board  of  patients  at  the  hospital  proper,  $25,854.11; 
at  the  South  Department,  $175.50;  from  various  cities 
and  towns  for  hospital  proper,  $14,945.95;  collected  at 
the  superintendent's  office,  on  account  of  private  room, 
ward  and  Out-patient  Department  paying  patients, 
$83,322.36,  of  which  $14,211.60  was  from  insurance 
cases;  for  board  of  paying  patients  at  the  South  Depart- 
ment, $3,889.77;  on  account  of  ward  and  Out-Patient 
Department  paying  patients  at  the  Haymarket  Square 
Relief  Station,  $3,440.39,  of  which  $2,060.59  was  from 
insurance  cases;  on  account  of  ward  and  Out-Patient 
Department  paying  patients  at  the  East  Boston  Relief 
Station,  $406.41,  $396.41  of  this  being  from  insurance 
cases.  There  was  also  collected  in  all  departments 
$3,848.45  on  account  of  insurance  cases,  $2,191.45  of 
this  being  from  X-ray  cases  and  $1,657  being  for  clinical 
record  fees. 
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There  has  also  been  collected  for  the  hospital  by  the 
Health  Department,  for  the  care  of  infectious  cases  at 
the  South  Department,  and  paid  to  the  City  Collector 
the  additional  sum  of  $26,181.81.  $93,036.02  of  the 
income  from  paying  patients  was  collected  by  the 
Overseers  of  the  Public  Welfare.  The  revenue  was 
increased  $13,953.25  by  X-ray  charges.  It  was  also 
increased  $24,699  by  removal  of  tonsils  and  adenoids, 
electro-cardiograms,  issuing  of  ex-omcio  statements, 
circumcisions,  payment  of  nurses'  board  and  record  fees.

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Hospital  Buildings,  Plans,  etc. 
During  the  year  further  plans  and  sketches  were  made 
for  new  buildings.  Of  the  loan  appropriation  of 
$180,000,  previously  granted,  an  additional  sum  of 
$79,000  was  issued  making  the  total  amount  issued 
$99,000.  $30,380.45  was  expended  to  December 
31,  1925. 

Maternity  Building. 

Bids  for  the  new  Maternity  Building  were  opened 
on  May  8,  1925.  $750,000  had  already  been  ap- 
propriated for  this  building.  The  bid  of  John  Bowen 
Company  for  $576,000  was  accepted  and  the  building 
is  now  in  the  process  of  construction  at  the  corner  of 
Albany  and  East  Concord  streets.  It  is  being  built  in 
accordance  with  plans  of  Ritchie,  Parsons  and  Taylor, 
Architects. 

On  December  17,  1925,  the  corner  stone  of  this  build- 
ing was  laid  by  his  Honor  Mayor  Curley.  On  account 
of  the  severity  of  the  weather,  after  brief  exercises  at 
the  building  the  company  passed  into  the  Amphitheatre 
of  the  Thorndike  Memorial,  where  addresses  were 
made  by  his  Honor  Mayor  Curley,  President  Joseph  P. 
Manning,  Dr.  Dowling,  Superintendent,  Dr.  Nathaniel 
R.  Mason,  Surgeon-in-Chief  for  Gynecology  and  Ob- 
stetrics and  Mr.  John  Bowen,  contractor  for  the 
building. 

Special  Laboratory  and  Animal  House. 

To  the  original  appropriation  of  $25,000.00  granted  in 
January,  1925,  for  construction  of  a  Special  Laboratory 
and  Animal  House,  an  additional  appropriation  of 
$7,500  was  added  in  June. 

The  Animal  House,  which  is  to  be  used  temporarily  as 
a  Special  Laboratory,  is  nearing  completion.  It  is 
situated  on  the  Hospital  grounds  adjacent  to  the  Path- 
ological Building  and  faces  Albany  street. 

It  is  a  brick  building  of  two  stories,  and  has  a  basement 


u 
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for  storage,  piping,  ventilation,  etc.  The  exterior  is 
trimmed  with  stone  and  backed  with  terra  cotta.  The 
building  is  supported  on  piles  and  has  reinforced  con- 
crete floors  supported  by  steel  columns  and  beams 
inside,  and  exterior  walls. 

The  floors  of  the  corridors,  media  room,  bacteriology- 
room,  filtration  room  and  office  are  covered  with 
linoleum.  The  partitions  are  nonsupporting  and  are 
made  of  terra  cotta  blocks.  There  is  no  interior  plaster- 
ing, or  wood  finish  outside  of  doors  and  frames  and 
quarter-rounds  at  windows  and  at  door  frames.  North 
Carolina  pine  is  used  for  this  interior  finish. 

Plans  for  this  building  were  drawn  by  Edward  T.  P. 
Graham,  Architect;  and  the  contract  for  construction 
was  awarded  to  Walsh  Brothers  for  the  sum  of  $23,988.

Nurses'  Home. 
The  lack  of  sufficient  accommodation  for  housing  the 
ever  increasing  number  of  members  of  the  Training  School 
for  Nurses  was  so  great  that  in  September,  fifty-eight 
of  the  sixty-eight  beds  of  the  Nurses'  Home,  which  for 
some  years  have  been  used  for  housing  waitresses, 
chambermaids    and    wardmaids,    were    reclaimed    for 
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nurses.  This  relieved  the  situation  for  the  time  being, 
but  the  increasing  of  the  capacity  of  the  Vose  House  is 
eagerly  awaited. 

Power  House  and  Heating  Plant. 

During  the  year  the  four  horizontal  return  tubular 
boilers  have  been  reset  in  brick,  by  George  Allen  and  Son. 

The  Hospital  Power  House  furnishes  steam  to  the 
Boston  Water  Department  building  adjoining  the  hospi- 
tal property  on  Albany  street.  This  has  been  done 
since  November,  1923.  In  return,  the  Water  Depart- 
ment pays  their  proportionate  part  of  the  cost  of  fuel 
oil  used  for  maintenance  of  the  heat  and  power  plant. 
For  the  period  of  eleven  months  ending  December  31, 
1925,  the  Water  Department  paid  $3,026.33,  for  this. 

Out-Patient  Department. 

The  new  Out-Patient  Building  received  its  first 
patient  October  28,  1924.  Various  departments  were 
brought  in  from  that  time  until  March,  1925,  when  all 
out-patient  activities  were  housed  under  one  roof.  The 
equipment  of  every  department  is  now  complete  and 
adequate. 

Difficulties  with  records  were  great,  because  each  old 
department  had  to  function  on  its  old  departmental 
records  until  the  day  of  moving,  when  it  began  to  func- 
tion as  part  of  the  unit  system  in  vogue  in  the  new 
building.  The  entire  record  system  is  now  working 
perfectly.  There  are  no  undue  delays  in  the  delivery 
of  the  records  and  sufficient  clerical  force  is  on  hand  to 
accomplish  anything  which  the  staff  may  see  fit  to  do. 

There  is  now  a  card  catalogue  by  means  of  which  the 
number  of  individuals  treated  may  be  ascertained.  The 
number  of  visits  to  a  clinic  does  not  show  how  the  clinic 
is  being  used.  There  is  also  a  diagnosis  catalogue  by 
means  of  which  we  are  able  to  locate  quickly  any  number 
of  records  of  a  certain  diagnosis.  This  catalogue  is  very 
valuable  for  research. 
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There  are  seven  clinical  laboratories  in  the  building. 
Each  is  equipped  with  gas,  electricity,  vacuum  and  high 
pressure  steam  and  supplied  with  standard  equipment 
sufficient  to  do  that  type  of  work  which  is  required  in 
the  Out-Patient  Department. 

There  is  a  large  personnel  of  nurses,  a  matron,  eight 
graduate  female  nurses,  two  graduate  male  nurses,  nine 
pupil  nurses  and  six  attendants.  There  are  also  ten 
full  time  clerks  and  sixteen  part  time  clerks.  We  have 
five  paid  laboratory  workers  and  two  volunteer  workers. 
There  are  eight  social  service  workers.  Social  service 
follow-up  is  now  possible  in  any  case  in  which  the  man 
on  duty  may  be  interested'. 

The  building  has  been  properly  equipped  with  tele- 
phones so  that  the  men  who  are  giving  their  time  to  the 
Out-Patient  Department  can  be  quickly  and  easily 
located. 

Large  numbers  of  patients  arrive  before  nine  o'clock. 
There  is  ample  material  for  teaching  in  every  depart- 
ment. 

Everything  has  been  done  to  increase  medical  educa- 
tion in  the  Out-Patient  Department  and  today  there  is 
ample  opportunity  and  material  for  medical  students, 
nurses  and  social  service  workers.  Three  medical 
schools  are  affiliated:  Harvard,  Tufts  and  Boston 
University.  Thirty-four  physicians  are  engaged  in  the 
teaching  of  medical  students  in  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment and  on  some  days  there  are  as  many  as  one  hundred 
thirty  students  present. 

The  Medical  and  Surgical  Out-Patient  Departments 
have  a  definite  organization  and  hold  stated  monthly 
meetings.  As  a  result  of  these  meetings,  the  character 
of  the  work  in  both  departments  has  greatly  improved. 

Surgical  Services. 
The  Surgical  Services  at  the  hospital  and  in  the  Out- 
Patient   Department  have  been   satisfactorily   admin- 
istered by  all  in  charge.     Co-operation  on  the  part  of 
the  executives  has  been  very  satisfactory.     The  surgical 
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services  are  still  seriously  handicapped  by  overcrowd- 
ing, especially  for  want  of  sufficient  accommodations  for 
female  patients.  All  the  surgical  cases  are  being  crowded 
into  Ward  W,  which  is  always  too  full. 

The  work  of  the  fifth  surgical,  or  genito-urinary 
service,  has  progressed  satisfactorily,  this  being  the 
Harvard  teaching  clinic.  The  personnel  is  unchanged. 
The  chiefs  of  the  other  surgical  services  have  allowed 
teaching  from  their  interesting  cases. 

Medical  Department. 

Statistics  represent  the  work  of  the  Medical  Depart- 
ment. During  the  eleven  months  ending  December  31, 
1925,  5,586  patients  were  treated  in  the  medical  wards. 
In  the  Out-Patient  Department,  6,124  patients  were 
treated.  These  out-patients  made  in  all  14,449  visits 
to  the  department  for  advice  and  treatment. 

Gynecological  and  Obstetrical  Service. 

The  gynecological  and  obstetrical  service  has  been 
extremely  busy  during  the  past  year,  but  the  number 
of  patients  handled  has  been  less  than  during  the  pre- 
vious year  because  the  content  of  beds  in  Ward  S  was 
reduced  to  eighteen  in  order  to  obviate  overcrowding 
and  infection.  As  a  consequence  there  were  486  deliv- 
eries during  the  eleven  months  reported  in  1925  as 
compared  with  874  during  the  twelve  months  of  the 
preceding  hospital  year. 

Following  the  septic  epidemic  recorded  in  the  annual 
report  for  1924  Ward  S  was  closed  to  fresh  obstetric 
admissions  from  January  31  to  February  10.  As 
infection  still  continued  after  the  quarantine,  the  ward 
was  again  closed  on  March  14  and  kept  closed  until  all 
patients  had  been  discharged  and  thorough  cleaning  and 
painting  had  been  carried  out.  The  ward  was  again 
opened  on  April  3  and  since  then  there  has  been  no 
recurrence  of  infection. 

The  work  of  the  Visiting  Staff,  the  House  Staff  and 
the  Nursing  Staff  has. been  satisfactory. 
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The  Department  of  Social  Service  has  co-operated 
in  a  helpful  manner. 

Daily  teaching  for  Harvard  Medical  School  students 
has  been  continued.  Daily  teaching  of  Tufts  Medical 
School  students  has  been  added  under  the  supervision 
of  Dr.  Frederick  L.  Good,  who  has  been  appointed 
Associate  Professor  of  Obstetrics  at  Tufts  Medical 
School. 

Thirty-six  lectures  in  obstetrics  and  six  lectures  in 
gynecology  have  been  given  to  nurses  by  the  Visiting 
Staff. 

All  members  of  the  department  are  looking  forward 
with  eager  anticipation  to  the  opening  of  the  new  build- 
ing for  gynecology  and  obstetrics.

On  account  of  the  necessarily  reduced  accommoda- 
tions in  the  Hospital  obstetrical  ward  and  while  awaiting 
the  completion  of  the  new  Maternity  Building,  the 
hospital  is  assigning  women  who  have  been  cared  for  in 
the  Hospital  Prenatal  Out-Patient  Clinic  to  the  Boston 
Lying-in  Hospital  and  the  Homeopathic  Hospital  for 
delivery,  The  Boston  City  Hospital  paying  these 
other  hospitals  the  cost  of  needy  cases  who  have  a 
Boston  settlement.  During  the  last  eleven  months  of 
the  year  1925,  the  Hospital  expended  $2,252.37  in  this 
way. 

Neurological  Service. 

The  personnel  of  the  Neurological  Staff  has  undergone 
changes  during  the  past  few  months.  Dr.  Arthur  W. 
Fairbanks  is  now  Consulting  Physician  for  Neurology. 
The  department  has  become  a  teaching  service  for  twTo 
colleges,  the  heads  of  the  department  being  Dr.  Stanley 
K.  Cobb,  Professor  of  Neurology  of  Harvard  University 
and  Dr.  Abraham  Myerson,  Professor  of  Neurology  of 
Tufts  College.  As  the  department  has  been  endowed 
by  the  General  Education  Board  with  an  appropriation 
for  investigation  of  problems  of  Neurology,  important 
advances  in  scientific  knowledge  for  the  benefit  of  the 
afflicted  will  undoubtedly  result. 

During  the  past  eleven  months  468  ward  patients 
have  been  cared  for  in  this  department  and  895  out- 
patients. The  out-patients  have  made  2,076  visits  to 
the  department. 
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Aural  and  Laryngological  Department. 
During  the  eleven  months  ending  December  31,  1925, 
3,056  ward  patients  were  treated  in  the  Aural  and 
Laryngological  Department  and  6,598  out-patients. 
These  out-patients  made  12,046  visits  to  the  depart- 
ment for  advice  and  treatment. 

Ophthalmic  Department. 

During  the  past  year  the  facilities  for  doing  work  in 
the  Ophthalmic  Out-Patient  Department  have  been 
much  improved,  so  that  now  the  armamentarium  com- 
pares favorably  with  that  of  any  similar  department  in 
the  country. 

Considerable  attention  is  being  given  to  the  revamp- 
ing of  old  records  and  developing  of  a  system  of  new 
records  which  will  fit  in  with  the  general  record  system 
of  the  hospital.  All  records  from  now  on  will  appear 
typewritten. 

For  two  and  a  half  years  many  conditions  coming  to 
the  Eye  Department  were  treated  with  radium,  and 
much  satisfaction  resulted  therefrom.  The  radium  was 
personally  owned.  Inasmuch  as  the  use  of  this  radium 
is  no  longer  available,  the  work  has  been  discontinued. 
To  carry  on  this  important  work  the  department  should 
possess  for  its  exclusive  use  50  milligrams  of  radium. 

During  the  term  February  1,  1925,  to  December  31, 
1925,  inclusive,  there  were  treated  in  the  Ophthalmic 
Out-Patient  Department  3,210  patients  who  made 
10,315  visits.  Of  these  2,158  were  refractive  cases. 
There  were  admitted  to  the  House  224  cases  and  of  these 
85  only  were  operative. 

The  Ophthalmic  Service  requests  that  it  be  equipped 
with  a  giant  magnet  for  the  removal  of  ocular  and  intra- 
ocular foreign  bodies.  This  magnet  is  much  needed  as 
the  Hospital  is  in  touch  with  a  very  large  part  of  the 
industrial  activities  of  the  city  and  it  should  be  able  to 
render  the  emergency  service  needed. 
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Dermatological  Department. 

There  seems  to  be  no  way  to  curb  the  god  of  disease, 
as  the  skin  clinic  increases  in  size  yearly.  Led  on  by 
fear  of  death  and  love  of  life,  they  have  come  to  the 
clinic  during  the  past  eleven  months  2,437  new  cases, 
of  which  275  were  syphilitics. 

Many  of  these  patients  are  or  become  chronics. 
While  the  department  does  much  good  towards  relief 
of  distress  and  symptoms,  it  could  do  more  if  the  patient 
were  treated  sometimes  rather  than  the  disease.  To  do 
this  is  an  art.  It  is  necessary  to  reach  the  patient 
through  reasoning,  the  emotions  and  aesthetic  faculties, 
faith  and  hope  and  a  certain  gratitude  or  satisfaction. 
I  do  not  believe  that  this  art  can  be  displayed  or  at  least 
effectively  carried  out  in  institutional  work,  where  it  is 
so  easy  for  the  patient  to  become  bewildered  by  many 
advisers  with  infinite  variety  of  minds,  and  where  it  is 
impossible  for  the  physician  to  give  enough  of  his  per- 
sonal time.  Confusion  and  contradiction  as  a  necessity 
must  rise  in  the  patient's  thoughts.  The  situation  is  at 
times  disheartening,  and  it  is  most  discouraging  to 
cogitate  on  the  inefficiency  of  medicine  and  its  collateral 
efforts  to  control  chronic  disease.  One  is  reminded  of 
what  Voltaire  said  when  he  remarked  that  he  saw  doctors 
for  the  pleasure  of  conversing  with  them  when  they  were 
possessed  of  wit  and  intellect,  just  as  he  received  theo- 
logians, without  believing  either. 

When  the  hospital  opened,  June  1,  1864,  it  consisted 
of  a  medical,  a  surgical  and  an  ophthalmic  service.  In 
1868  the  Dermatological  Department  was  organized. 
It  was  the  first  additional  service  to  be  added  to  the 
original  makeup  of  the  hospital.  Dr.  H.  F.  Damon  was 
the  first  doctor  to  be  appointed  in  charge.  In  its  first 
annual  report,  1868,  he  records  that  there  were  559  cases 
of  cutaneous  diseases  treated. 

A  perusal  of  the  following  table  will  show  the  growth 
of  the  skin  out-patient  department  from  the  time  it 
opened.

In  1871,  Doctor  Damon  found  that  the  clinic  was 
growing  so  popular  that  he  asked  to  be  given  more  space. 
Henceforth  this  became  a  perennial  request,  until  the 
department  moved  into  its  present  new  abode. 

It  may  be  a  matter  of  surprise,  that  The  Boston  City 
Hospital  Skin  Clinic  is  one  of  the  largest  in  the  world; 
indeed,  it  is  the  third  largest  clinic  in  this  country  and 
the  fifth  largest  in  the  world.  With  the  exception  of 
the  Skin  and  Cancer  Hospital  of  New  York,  the  clinic 
at  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital  is  the  largest  in 
this  country.  In  comparing  The  Boston  City  Hospital 
clinic  with  that  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital 
it  must  be  remembered  that  the  latter  is  a  daily  clinic 
and  draws  from  all  over  New  England.  It,  however, 
does  not  handle  cases  of  lues.  The  separation  of  this 
dermatosis  from  other  skin  diseases  is  illogical  and 
artificial  and  is  opposed  to  the  accepted  attitute  of  the 
American  Medical  Association.  It  is,  however,  followed 
by  two  or  three  other  clinics  in  the  world.  If  a  similar 
organization  to  that  of  the  Dermatological  Department 
at  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital  existed  at  The 
Boston  City  Hospital  our  skin  clinic  would  nearly 
double  in  size,  and  our  lues  cases  would  also  increase  if 
all  the  cases  now  scattered  through  the  house  services 
should  be  sent  to  the  Skin  Department,  as  is  the  case 
at  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital.  To  make  the 
clinic  a  daily  one  would  be  at  present  impossible  as  the 
proper  men  to  make  up  the  Staff  could  not  be  obtained. 

It  is  hoped  that  there  never  will  be  another  general 
practitioner  appointed  to  the  Staff  of  the  Dermatological 
Department.  It  would  weaken  both  the  Department 
and  the  Hospital  in  the  eyes  of  the  medical  profession 
and  the  public. 
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The  esprit  de  corps  in  the  Skin  Department  is  high. 
No  doubt  the  work  and  morale  index  is  higher  in  rooms 
that  are  clean,  well  lighted  and  attractive  than  under 
reverse  conditions. 

I  do  not  think  that  the  administration  of  this  hospital 
realizes  what  might  be  termed  "the  glorious  record  of 
the  skin  department"  in  connection  with  the  history  of 
"606"  or  arsphenamine  therapy.  We  have  never  lost 
a  patient  as  yet  by  its  administration.  In  the  early 
years  of  the  introduction  of  this  drug  when  other  high 
standing  institutions  were  having  fatalities  this  depart- 
ment only  had  two  bad  reactions. 

Pathological  Department. 

The  three  assistants  in  the  department,  all  of  whom 
had  had  two  years  of  training,  left  during  the  summer  to 
accept  positions  in  pathology  elsewhere:  Dr.  A.  W. 
Wright  as  assistant  professor  at  Vanderbilt  University, 
Dr.  C.  F.  Branch  as  acting  assistant  professor  in  the 
Jefferson  Medical  School,  Philadelphia,  and  Dr.  Shields 
Warren  as  instructor  in  pathology  at  the  Harvard  Medical 
School  under  the  auspices  of  the  Rockefeller  Foundation. 

As  usual,  active  research  work  has  been  carried  on 
during  the  year,  so  far  as  it  did  not  interfere  with  routine 
duties. 

Doctor  Mallory  has  continued  his  studies  on  the  effects 
of  copper  on  the  liver  and  other  organs  in  animals  and 
on  the  relation  of  the  lesions  produced  to  those  found  in 
man  in  the  symptom-complex  known  as  hemochroma- 
tosis. In  the  spring  he  gave  the  Mellon  lecture  at 
Pittsburgh  on  this  subject  and  repeated  it  the  following 
evening  in  Cleveland  as  the  Hanna  lecture. 

At  his  instigation  Mr.  Lythgoe,  Director  Division  of 
Foods  and  Drugs,  has  examined  a  large  number  of  con- 
fiscated liquors  and  found  copper,  often  in  considerable 
quantities,  in  a  little  over  10  per  cent.  The  Copper  and 
Brass  Research  Association  of  New  York  considered  the 
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work  of  sufficient  importance  to  send  the  manager  to 
investigate  it  and  to  order  fifty  copies  of  the  publica- 
tion about  it  for  distribution  to  the  members  of  the 
association. 

Doctor  Parker  in  collaboration  with  Doctor  Nye  of 
the  Thorndike  Memorial  Laboratory  has  continued  his 
studies  on  the  filterable  viruses.  A  vaccine  virus  was 
successfully  cultivated  outside  the  animal  body  for  a 
period  of  about  four  months.  It  was  also  found  that 
herpes  virus  could  be  cultivated  in  a  manner  similar  to 
that  used  for  vaccine  virus. 

The  investigation  carried  on  by  him  on  the  utilization 
of  hens  for  the  production  of  an  antistreptococcus  serum, 
the  money  for  which  was  kindly  provided  by  Ex-Mayor 
Curley  at  the  suggestion  of  Dr.  T.  Leary,  was  carried 
on  up  to  the  beginning  of  the  new  year.  Owing  to  the 
lack  of  suitable  clinical  material,  it  has  not  been  possible 
to  determine  definitely  the  value  of  such  serums.  How- 
ever, a  supply  of  serum  is  now  on  hand  and  will  be  used 
when  suitable  cases  occur.  The  results  of  such  studies 
will  determine  the  value  of  further  work  along  these 
lines. 

The  new  building  which  was  intended  for  a  laboratory 
for  the  streptococcus  investigation  has  not  yet  been 
entirely  completed.  What  it  will  be  used  for  in  the 
future  will  depend  on  the  decision  of  the  trustees  as 
regards  the  reconstruction  of  the  present  Pathological 
Laboratory. 

Doctor  Warren  completed  an  interesting  combined 
pathological  and  bacteriological  study  of  the  etiology  of 
appendicitis,  a  piece  of  work  of  such  merit  that  it  was 
discussed  in  the  editorial  column  of  the  Journal  of  the 
American  Medical  Association.  His  work  on  the  pathol- 
ogy of  diabetes  resulted  in  a  conception  of  regenerative 
activity  on  the  part  of  the  pancreas  that  is  new  and  may 
be  of  considerable  clinical  significance. 

Doctor  Stewart,  a  National  Research  Fellow  working 
in  the  laboratory,  has  been  continuing  his  studies  on 
various  immunological  problems  in  tuberculosis.     One 
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of  the  most  interesting  of  his  observations  has  been  that 
in  an  animal  that  has  been  made  reactive  to  tuberculin, 
the  polymorphonuclear  leucocytes  are  hypersensitive  to 
tuberculin,  and  to  dead  tubercle  bacilli,  with  the  result 
that  when  they  come  in  contact  in  vivo  with  either  of 
these  substances  they  are  killed.  His  studies  on  focal 
tuberculin  hypersensitiveness  have  yielded  facts  which 
are  at  present  difficult  to  interpret  but  may  be  perhaps 
of  fundamental  importance. 

The  amount  of  space  available  in  the  laboratory  for 
graduate  students  is  very  limited:  at  the  most  three  to 
four  can  be  accommodated  at  one  time.  Doctor 
de  Balogh,  assistant  professor  of  pathology  at  Budapest, 
was  in  the  laboratory  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  and 
since  his  return  to  his  own  country  has  been  appointed 
full  professor  in  another  university.  At  the  request  of 
the  Rockefeller  Foundation  we  have  had  with  us  this 
winter  another  assistant  professor  from  the  same  place, 
Budapest,  namely,  Dr.  Edmund  deZalka.  Both  men 
were  well  trained  and  had  had  a  very  large  pathological 
experience,  especially  with  gross  material.  Doctor 
deZalka  has  carried  on  experimental  work  on  chronic 
poisoning  with  chloroform  and  prepared  a  paper  which 
has  been  accepted  for  publication.  It  is  a  great  advan- 
tage to  the  laboratory  to  entertain  such  men  because  it 
is  possible  to  absorb  quite  a  little  from  their  larger 
experience. 

The  other  graduate  students  have  been  men  who  were 
deficient  in  pathological  training  and  were  anxious  to 
get  a  better  foundation  in  the  subject. 

With  the  enlargement  of  the  hospital  now  taking 
place  and  in  prospect,  more  laboratory  space  is  urgently 
needed.  The  idea  entertained  so  far  has  been  to  add  a 
new  story  to  the  present  building  which  was  erected 
thirty  years  ago.  It  is  an  open  question  whether  it  will 
not  be  much  better  economy  in  the  end  to  tear  down  the 
present  building  which  is  poorly  designed  and  very  high 
studded  and  put  up  a  new  structure  of  modern  design 
that  would  last  for  the  next  generation  at  least. 
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The  first  volume  of  the  American  Journal  of  Pathology, 
which  is  a  continuation  of  the  Journal  of  Medical 
Research,  and  of  which  Doctor  Mallory  is  editor-in-chief, 
was  published  during  the  year  from  the  laboratory 
which  serves  as  the  editorial  office.  The  Journal  has 
been  well  received  and  was  voluntarily  subsidized  by 
the  Rockefeller  Foundation  to  the  amount  of  $7,500  a 
year  for  five  years.

The  Thorndike  Memorial  Laboratory. 
The  year  1925  was  the  second  complete  year  since  the 
formal  opening  of  the  Thorndike  Memorial  Laboratory, 
and  experience  has  demonstrated  that  the  Board  of 
Trustees  provided  wisely  and  adequately  for  this  Depart- 
ment of  Clinical  Research.  The  nonresident  professional 
staff  consists  at  present  of  eight  members,  the  resident 
staff  of  four  members,  and  there  is  a  technical  and  secre- 
tarial staff  of  seven.  In  addition  there  have  been  six 
volunteer  assistants  who  have  worked  for  periods 
ranging  from  a  few  months  to  more  than  a  year.  It  has 
been  a  great  pleasure  to  have  associated  with  us  physi- 
cians from  various  foreign  countries,  including  Dr. 
Edouard  Willocx  and  Dr.  Robert  Verhoogen  from  Bel- 
gium, Fellows  of  the  Commission  for  Relief  in  Belgium 
Education  Foundation,  Dr.  Alberto  Hurtado  from  Peru, 
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and  Dr.  Victor  Hugh  Norris  of  Singapore,  Straits  Settle- 
ments, a  Fellow  of  the  Rockefeller  Foundation.  There 
have  been  few  changes  in  the  personnel  of  the  staff 
during  the  year.  Dr.  Millard  Smith  was  appointed  in 
April,  1925,  and  Dr.  Soma  Weiss,  formerly  resident 
physician  on  the  Second  (Cornell)  Medical  Division, 
Bellevue  Hospital,  New  York,  came  to  us  in  September. 
Dr.  Charles  A.  Doan  left  in  September  to  take  a  position 
at  the  Rockefeller  Institute. 

The  Staff  has  already  learned  to  appreciate  the 
extraordinary  opportunities  for  the  investigation  of 
disease  offered  by  a  fully  equipped  research  department 
which  is  an  integral  part  of  a  large  Municipal  Hospital. 
The  wards  and  Out-Patient  Department  of  The  Boston 
City  Hospital  offer  such  a  wealth  of  clinical  material  that 
almost  any  stage  of  the  diseases  likely  to  be  investi- 
gated can  be  procured  at  short  notice,  and  as  a  result  of 
the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  members  of  the  Visiting 
Staff,  there  has  been  no  difficulty  in  transferring  patients 
to  the  Thorndike  Ward  for  special  study.  At  the 
present  time  the  chief  clinical  subjects  under  investiga- 
tion are  pernicious  anemia,  chronic  nephritis  and  hyper- 
tension, certain  aspects  of  heart  disease  (including  the 
rate  of  the  circulation),  and  diabetes  in  children.  One 
laboratory  has  been  assigned  to  Doctor  Lennox,  of  the 
Department  of  Neurology,  who  is  studying  epilepsy. 
In  addition  to  these  clinical  investigations  a  number  of 
researches  are  also  being  carried  on  which  are  at  present 
of  a  strictly  laboratory  nature  but  all  of  which  are  aimed 
more  or  less  directly  at  elucidating  the  problems  of 
disease  in  man.  The  work  of  the  laboratory  has  been 
greatly  facilitated  by  the  addition  to  the  Animal  House, 
which  was  finished  during  the  current  year,  and  which 
has  made  possible  such  animal  experimentation  as  must 
necessarily  be  carried  on  before  or  simultaneously  with 
the  study  of  disease  in  the  human  being.  The  number 
of  ward  patients  treated  in  the  Thorndike  Memorial 
Ward  during  the  year  1925  was  108.  Thirty-five  of 
these  were  transfers  from  other  wards  in  the  hospital. 
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X-Ray  Department. 

The  volume  of  work  in  the  X-Ray  Department  con- 
tinues to  show  a  consistent  increase.  This  year  the 
volume  increased  over  the  previous  year  about  fifteen 
per  cent.  A  large  proportion  of  this  increase  occurred 
in  the  Treatment  Division.  The  Staff  is  utilizing  this 
division  now  to  its  fullest  capacity.  In  the  past  year 
four  times  as  many  treatments  were  given  as  in  the 
previous  year. 

Technicians  from  both  Relief  Stations  have  been 
brought  to  the  Main  Department  this  year  for  instruc- 
tion, and  this  has  helped  in  the  quality  of  work  being 
done  in  the  stations.  We  hope  to  add  soon  to  our  treat- 
ment armamentarium  a  radium  emanation  service,  for 
use  on  the  Surgical  and  Gynecological  Services  in  cancer 
cases.

Department  of  Physical  Therapeutics. 
The  Department  of  Physical  Therapeutics  has  en- 
joyed a  very  pleasant  year  in  its  new  quarters  in  the 
Out-Patient  Building,  although  the  section  assigned 
for  its  use  is  by  no  means  large  enough  to  accommodate 
the  number  of  patients  to  be  treated.  Fractures,  fresh 
injuries,  and  those  patients  whose*  contact  is  necessary 
with  the  Nerve,  Surgical  or  Fracture  Departments  are 
now  treated  in  this  section.  There  are  eleven  light, 
airy  treatment  rooms  equipped  with  new  apparatus,  and 
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both  patients  and  workers  have  benefited  by  the  close 
neighborhood  of  other  Out-Patient  Departments. 

Ward  J,  formerly  occupied  by  this  department,  has 
been  closed,  and  the  second  section  of  the  Physical 
Therapeutics  Department  functions  in  the  Entrance 
Building,  occupying  the  first  floor.  Here  again  we  are 
cramped  for  space  and  lacking  in  adequate  equipment, 
but  are  able  to  treat  approximately  one  hundred  patients 
each  day. 

While  hydrotherapy  has  been  entirely  discontinued 
since  Ward  J  was  closed,  we  hope  that  our  apparatus 
will  be  reinstalled  in  the  near  future.

Pediatric  Department. 
During  the  period  of  eleven  months  ending  December 
31,  1925,  the  Pediatric  Department  treated  714  ward 
patients.  One  hundred  twenty-seven  of  these  were 
transferred  from  some  other  department.  Twenty-two 
hundred  eighty-six  out-patients  were  treated,  including 
27  in  the  Baby  Hygiene  Clinic.  These  out-patients 
made  a  total  of  4,883  visits  including  90  to  the  Baby 
Hygiene  Clinic.  Forty-seven  of  the  out-patients  were 
referred  to  this  department  by  another  out-patient 
clinic.  Fifty  of  these  visits  were  counted  also  in  another 
out-patient  clinic.  The  Baby  Hygiene  Clinic  is  for  well 
babies,  and  it  supervises  the  regulation  of  their  diet 
and  care. 

Clinical  Laboratory. 
During  the  last  eleven  months  of  the  year  1925,  200 
cases  of  nephritis  and  300  cases  of  diabetes  have  been 
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carefully  studied  in  the  Clinical  Laboratory,  and  in 
addition  750  basal  metabolism  tests  have  been  done  on 
500  cases.

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Beginning  in  December,  1925,  the  Tufts  Dental 
School  Clinic  has  been  held  at  the  Hospital. 

Gasteo-Intestinal  Service. 

This  has  been  a  pleasant  year  in  our  new  out-patient 
quarters  with  its  excellent  equipment,  which  has  secured 
the  privacy  and  comfort  of  the  patients  and  added  to 
the  ease  and  thoroughness  of  their  examination  and 
treatment.  The  continuous  service  in  the  house  for 
gastro-intestinal  cases  has  been  continued  in  the  Second 
Medical  Wards.  The  clinic  has  grown  considerably. 
Both  the  number  of  ward  and  out-patients  treated  has 
increased  from  20  to  30  per  cent  over  the  figures  of  last 
year. 

A  very  high  grade  of  medical  material  comes  to  the 
clinic,  which  is  excellent  for  study  and  teaching.  We 
are  grateful  to  our  colleagues  who  use  it  as  a  consulta- 
tion clinic  to  which  difficult  or  unusual  cases  are 
sent. 

There  has  been  a  valuable  opportunity  for  medical 
follow-up  treatment  of  chronic  digestive  cases  after 
discharge  from  the  medical  wards;  also  for  medical 
follow-up  treatment  of  a  small  but  steadily  growing 
number  of  cases  from  the  surgical  services  after  opera- 
tions on  the  stomach  and  bowels.  The  Out-Patient 
Clinic  would  welcome  more  digestive  cases  from  all  the 
services  after  discharge  from  the  wards;  there  is  plenty 
of  room  for  extension  of  this  work. 

On  nearly  half  the  clinic  days  doctors  outside  the 
hospital  staff  have  been  present,  either  as  visitors  or  as 
volunteer  assistants. 

The  laboratory  work  has  been  easily  carried  out  with 
our  new  space  and  equipment.  Cases  requiring  special 
study  are  often  sent  to  the  wards  for  a  few  days  observa- 
tion. The  Tropical  Service  has  given  us  valuable  help 
with  the  feces  of  chronic  diarrhea  and  colitis  cases. 

Considerable  clinical  research  has  been  carried  out. 
Less  medical  biliary  drainage  has  been  done,  and  more 
study  of  the  liver  and  gall  bladder  along  other  lines. 
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Many  functional  tests  of  the  liver  have  been  performed 
with  the  help  of  Doctor  Willocx  and  Doctor  Jankelson, 
using  at  first  tetrachlor-phthalein  and  later  Brom- 
sulph-phthalein.  Tests  for  latent  jaundice  have  been 
made,  especially  in  the  ward  cases,  using  the  Van  den 
Berg  test  and  the  icterus  index.  In  many  cases  with  the 
co-operation  of  the  X-Ray  Department,  the  Graham  test 
of  the  gall  bladder  has  been  used  with  tetra-iodo- 
phenolphthalein  given  by  mouth  or  intravenously. 
This  has  proved  much  preferable  to  the  tetra-brom- 
phthalein  used  intravenously  a  year  ago  in  giving  better 
diagnosis  and  much  less  reaction.  Correct  diagnoses 
of  gall  bladder  pathology  have  been  made  in  a  very  high 
percent  (over  90  per  cent)  of  the  cases  coming  to 
operation. 

Further  cases  have  been  added  to  our  series  of 
redundant  colons,  which  are  receiving  special  study. 

Doctors  Willocx  and  Davidson  have  continued  their 
study  of  the  diagnostic  value  of  the  excretion  of  neutral 
red  into  the  stomach.

Blood  Laboratory. 

Following  is  the  report  on  the  Blood  Laboratory 
for  the  term  February  1,  1925,  to  December  31,  1925, 
inclusive : 

During  this  time  the  laboratory  made  2,550  examina- 
tions of  the  blood,  of  which  873  were  on  regular  house 
cases,  912  on  out-patients  and  765  on  cases  seen  in 
consultation.  In  addition  117  transfusion  donors  were 
supplied  from  our  directory  and  359  transfusion  group- 
ings were  tested.  These  figures  do  not  include  a  con- 
siderable number  of  cases  in  which  blood  was  taken 
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for  Wassermann  tests  in  other  laboratories  — mostly 
on  individuals  who  offered  themselves  as  transfusion 
donors.  In  addition  to  this  work  the  technicians  have 
kept  the  laboratory  records  and  made  up  many  stains 
and  reagents  not  otherwise  procurable.-  About  six 
technicians  from  other  departments  or  other  institutions 
have  received  instruction  in  the  laboratory  during  the 
year. 

The  resignation  of  Doctor  Buckman  in  September 
was  a  great  loss  to  the  laboratory  and  has  seriously 
disrupted  its  work  in  other  lines  than  that  of  regular 
routine.  The  resignation  of  Miss  MacNaugher,  tech- 
nician, and  the  illness  of  Doctor  Larrabee  have  kept  the 
laboratory  short-handed  and  have  delayed  the  plans  for 
reorganization.  Recently  a  second  technician  has  been 
appointed  and  the  work  will  doubtless  go  on  in  a  more 
satisfactory  manner.  Doctor  Hornor  has  agreed  to 
supervise  the  laboratory  work  of  the  house  officers  of 
the  First  Medical  Service,  with  which  the  Blood  Service 
is  allied,  and  the  relations  between  the  two  laboratories 
have  still  to  be  worked  out. 

A  statistical  study  of  our  many  transfusions  is  being 
prepared  by  Doctors  Larrabee  and  Dameshek,  and 
Doctor  Hallisey  has  continued  his  work  on  the  fragility 
of  the  red  corpuscles  in  diluted  sera. 

Cardiac  Clinic. 

During  the  last  eleven  months  of  the  year  1925,  36 

cardiac  cases  were  treated  in  this  clinic.     They  were 

referred     from     other      Out-Patient     Services.     These 

patients  made  a  total  of  239  visits  to  the  Cardiac  Clinic. 

Service  for  Tropical  Diseases. 
The  Service  for  Tropical  Diseases  treated  approxi- 
mately 35  house  cases  during  the  last  eleven  months  of 
1925,  also  4  out-patients. 

Department  of  Social  Work. 
The  following  is  a  brief  statement  of  the  work  of  the 
department  during  eleven  months: 
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Under  date  as  of  October,  1925,  the  private  committee 
published  a  separate,  somewhat  detailed,  report  of 
certain  features  of  the  work  since  its  inception  in  1914. 
Copies  of  this  account  of  the  committee's  more  than 
ten  years  of  service  to  the  hospital  have  been  sent  to 
the  trustees  and  to  members  of  the  Executive  and 
Visiting  Staffs. 

As  is  shown  in  our  separate  report,  in  August,  1925, 
the  committee  established  recreational  teaching  for 
children  convalescing  from  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria 
in  the  South  Department.  It  is  hoped  that  this  much 
needed  work  for  Boston  school  children  will  ultimately 
be  taken  over  by  the  Boston  Public  School  Department. 
In  the  meantime  the  committee  will  try  to  continue  to 
raise  the  funds  necessary  to  provide  the  teacher's  salary 
and  the  necessary  school  supplies.  The  work  is  pioneer 
and  makes  a  strong  appeal  to  lovers  of  children  among 
the  charitably  disposed. 

With  the  exception  of  teaching  for  the  South  Depart- 
ment no  new  work  was  undertaken  during  the  eleven 
months. 

Statistics. 

The  monthly  average  on  the  paid  staff  was  24,  includ- 
ing 15  plus  case  workers,  1  follow-up  visitor  for  maternity 
out-patients,  1  children's  librarian  for  the  Main  Hospital, 
1  recreational  teacher  for  the  South  Department,  3 
clerical  workers,  3  executives.  In  addition  we  have  had 
the  assistance  of  a  number  of  volunteer  workers. 

The  following  gives  the  number  of  individual  patients 
to  whom  we  gave  some  form  of  definite  service  outside 
the  hospital  during  the  eleven  months :

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Of  the  2,381  new  and  reinstated  patients  1,332  were 
house  and  700  were  out-patients,  while  349  were  brought 
to  our  notice  through  agencies  and  individuals  outside 
the  hospital. 

In  connection  with  our  social  case  work,  5,411  visits 
were  made  to  the  homes,  to  agencies  and  institutions. 

Socially  Unrecorded  Work. 

Besides  the  above,  definite  service  was  given  outside 
the  hospital  to  a  monthly  average  of  278  patients  on 
whom  no  social  records  were  made.  This  service 
included  pre  and  post  natal  visiting  in  the  homes; 
getting  patients  with  diagnosis  of  phthisis  under  care  of 
the  Boston  Sanatorium;  follow-up  visits  on  patients 
with  syphilis;  getting  new-born  infants  under  the  care  of 
the  Child  Hygiene  Division  of  the  City  Health  Depart- 
ment for  supervision  in  the  homes.  Six  hundred  thirty- 
nine  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  this  service. 

Total  number  of  visits  made  outside  the  hospital  in 
the  interest  of  patients  was  6,050. 

Mental  Therapy. 

Besides  our  work  in  connection  with  patients  outside 
the  hospital,  our  library  and  recreational  work  has  been 
of  real  therapeutic  value  to  many  hundreds  of  patients 
inside  the  hospital,  the  great  majority  of  whom  were 
children  under  sixteen  years  of  age. 

Expenditures. 

As  in  previous  years,  support  for  the  department  has 
been  received  both  from  private  and  public  funds.  In 
the  case  of  private  funds  the  period  covered  is  twelve 
months  (February  1,  1925  —  January  31,  1926),  while 
public  support  covers  a  period  of  eleven  months  (Febru- 
ary 1,  1925  —  December  31,  1925).  Expenditures  in- 
cluded the  following:

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Hospital  School  for  Children. 

During  the  last  eleven  months  of  the  year  1925  the 
Hospital  School  for  Children,  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Boston  Public  School  Committee,  averaged  forty- 
four  pupils  per  day.  Satisfying  reports  from  various 
public  and  parochial  schools  have  been  received  by 
Mrs.  Caroline  McHugh,  the  hospital  teacher,  stating 
that  the  children,  who  received  instruction  while  they 
were  patients  in  the  hospital,  were  able  to  take  and  keep 
their  places  in  their  respective  classes. 

At  the  request  of  the  Superintendent  a  teacher  was 
appointed  by  the  School  Committee  to  continue  the 
teaching  and  recreational  work  during  the  summer 
months. 

Out-Patient  Department. 

The  Out-Patient  Department  statistics  may  be  found 
on  pages  76,  78  and  81  of  the  Superintendent's  report. 

The  number  of  patients  treated  in  the  Out-Patient 
Department  during  the  past  eleven  months  has  been 
44,750.     The  number  of  visits  was  221,322. 

South  Department. 
During  the  thirty-one  years  that  the  department  has 
been  in  operation,  74,809  patients  have  been  received, 
nearly  all  ill  with  an  infectious  disease. 

Haymarket  Square  Relief  Station. 
This  Relief  Station  has  been  in  commission  twenty- 
four  years.  In  these  twenty-four  years,  759,622  pa- 
tients have  been  treated.  The  number  of  patients 
treated  during  the  first  year  was  20,150  and  during  the 
past  eleven  months,  26,913.  These  patients  received 
27,485  days'  treatment. 

East  Boston  Relief  Station. 
In  the  seventeen  years  that  the  East  Boston  Relief 
Station  has  been  in  operation,   209,389  patients  have 
been  treated.     For  the  eleven  months  ending  Decern- 
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ber    31,    1925,    10,018    patients    were    treated.     These 
patients  received  24,361  days'  treatment. 

Convalescent  Home. 

During  the  thirty-five  years  that  the  Convalescent 
Home  has  been  in  operation,  12,303  patients  have  been 
benefited. 

The  number  of  patients  treated  during  the  past  eleven 
months  was  255,  who  received  4,413  days'  treatment. 

West  Department. 
The  West  Department  is  leased  to  the  United  States 
Government  for  five  years  beginning  July  1,  1921,  upon 
a  rental  based  upon  the  tax  valuation.     The  income 
from  the  same  this  year  has  been  $32,243.75. 


Obituary. 

Dr.  Maximillian  Charles  von  Groll,  Assistant  Visiting  Physi- 
cian for  Diseases  of  the  Skin,  passed  away  suddenly  in  October, 
after  a  service  in  the  Dermatological  Department  of  nearly 
seven  years.  Dr.  T.  W.  Thorndike  wrote  of  him:  "His  death  is 
deeply  regretted.  As  his  character  is  recalled,  its  most  salient 
points  are  perhaps  that  of  an  industrious  worker,  excellent 
companion,  and  good  instructor,  with  loyalty  to  the  Derma- 
tological Department  and  a  knowledge  especially  strong  in 
diagnosis  and  materia  medica.  His  spirit  of  sociability  will  be 
much  missed. 


Changes  in  Medical  and  Surgical  Staff. 
In  March,  the  resignation  of  Dr.  John  Lincoln  Ames, 
Visiting  Physician  and  head  of  the  Third  Medical 
Service,  was  accepted  with  great  regret.  His  service  for 
the  hospital  began  in  January,  1891,  when  he  was 
appointed  House  Officer.  In  February,  1896,  he  was 
first  appointed  to  the  Visiting  Staff,  being  made  Physician 
to  Out-Patients. 
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Following  is  the  expression  of  the  Senior  Staff  to  Dr. 
Ames: 

Your  independence  of  thought,  your  high  sense  of  duty, 
your  unfailing  kindness  to  patients  and  courtesy  to  your 
associates  have  earned  for  you  the  respect  of  your  colleagues 
and  the  gratitude  of  those  who  have  come  under  your  care. 
We,  therefore,  learn  of  your  resignation  with  regret,  we  believe 
that  the  passing  years  will  increase  the  kindly  memories  of  our 
association  with  you. 

Dr.  Paul  Thorndike,  Surgeon-in-Chief,  resigned  in 
October.  The  resolutions  of  the  Senior  Staff  upon  his 
retirement  follow: 

To  spend  many  years  in  a  great  hospital,  to  engage  in  its 
work  and  to  help  it  to  become  one  of  the  most  influential  and 
important  in  the  country,  is  an  opportunity  any  doctor  might 
covet.  Such  an  opportunity  was  improved  by  Paul  Thorndike, 
who  retired  from  active  duty  on  October  30,  1925,  and  was 
simultaneously  appointed  a  consulting  surgeon. 

He  began  his  service  to  the  hospital  as  Surgeon  to  Out- 
Patients  in  1894,  passed  through  the  various  grades  until  he 
was  made  a  Chief  Surgeon  in  1910,  and  Chief  of  the  Fourth 
Surgical  Service  in  1919. 

Beginning  as  an  Assistant  in  Clinical  Surgery  at  Harvard  in 
1894,  he  taught  continuously  until  his  retirement,  having 
reached  the  rank  of  Clinical  Professor  of  Genito-Urinary 
Surgery. 

He  held  membership  in  various  local  and  national  organiza- 
tions, and  in  1903  was  President  of  the  American  Association 
of  Genit07Urinary  Surgeons. 

Doctor  Thorndike  always  manifested  a  profound  interest 
in  the  executive  affairs  of  the  Staff,  served  on  numerous  com- 
mittees, and  was  successively  Secretary  and  Chairman  of  the 
Surgical  Staff;  Secretary  of  the  Senior  Staff  from  January, 
1915,  to  January,  1918,  and  President  from  1918  until  1925. 

At  all  times  a  wise  counsellor,  his  striking  personality  im- 
pressed itself  upon  all  his  colleagues,  while  his  dignity  and  fair- 
mindedness  as  a  presiding  officer  aided  in  the  dispatch  of 
important  business.     The  Senior  Staff  regrets  the  passing  of 
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the  years  that  have  brought  him  to  the  time  of  retirement,  but 
are  grateful  for  all  that  our  association  with  him  has  meant  to 
us  and  the  hospital. 

Dr.  Arthur  W.  Fairbanks,  Visting  Physician  for 
Neurology,  resigned  and  was  then  appointed  Consulting 
Physician  for  Neurology.  Dr.  Stanley  K.  Cobb,  repre- 
senting Harvard  University,  and  Dr.  Abraham  Myerson, 
representing  Tufts  College,  were  appointed  Visiting 
Physicians  for  Neurology,  in  charge  of  this  teaching 
service.  As  an  appropriation  has  been  granted  by  the 
General  Education  Board  for  study  and  investigation 
upon  the  problems  of  Neurology,  it  is  hoped  that  much 
aid  in  the  advancement  of  scientific  knowledge  will  result 
in  the  work  of  this  service  in  the  future. 

Thomas  E.  Buckman,  M.  D.,  Hematologist  and 
Visiting  Pediatrician,  resigned  in  September.  A  letter 
of  regret  and  appreciation  of  his  services  was  sent  him. 
Andrew  Nichols,  M.  D.,  Assistant  Visiting  Pediatrician, 
resigned  in  May. 

To  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  Dr.  Henry 
B.  Stevens,  Jeremiah  J.  Corbett,  M.  D.,  Visiting  Ophthal- 
mic Surgeon,  was  promoted  to  the  position  of  Ophthalmic 
Surgeon-in-Chief. 

Other  promotions  were  made  as  follows :  Cadis  Phipps, 
M.  Dv  from  the  position  of  Assistant  Visiting  Physician 
to  that  of  Visiting  Physician;  William  R.  Ohler,  M.  D., 
from  the  position  of  Junior  Visiting  Physician  to  that  of 
Assistant  Visiting  Physician;  Augustine  W.  McGarry, 
M.  D.,  from  the  position  of  Assistant  Visiting  Pediatri-

The  following  changes  were  made  in  the  Rules: 

Rule  two  was  changed  to  create:

Two  additional  positions  as  Assistant  Visiting  Oral 
Surgeons,  so  making  the  number  four.

Rule  three  was  changed  to  allow  two  Visiting  Phy- 
sicians for  Neurology,  instead  of  one,  to  be  included  as 
members  of  the  Senior  Staff.  It  was  voted  that  there 
be  two  heads  of  the  Neurological  Service,  although  this 
did  not  alter  the  text  of  the  Rules. 

Rules  regarding  the  nomination  and  duties  of  the 
Resident  Surgeon  were  altered. 

A  new  rule  was  made  forbidding  House  Officers  to 
possess  a  book  for  the  dispensing  of  liquors. 

Gifts  and  Bequests. 

A  legacy  of  $5,000  was  received  under  the  will  of  the 
late  Joseph  H.  Clark.  This  money  was  bequeathed 
to  the  Hospital  for  the  support  of  a  free  bed  to  com- 
memorate the  memory  of  Dr.  Charles  Follen  Folsom, 
who  for  more  than  twenty-five  years  served  on  the 
Hospital  Visiting  Staff  as  Physician  to  Out-Patients, 
Physician  for  Nervous  Diseases,  Visiting  Physician  and 
Consulting  Physician. 

Three  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  was  received 
under  the  will  of  Ann  Maria  Fosdick.  This,  together 
with  the  amounts  previously  received  under  the  same 
will,  form  the  Fosdick  Fund,  the  income  of  which  is 
expended  to  provide  special  nurses  for  needy  patients. 
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Dr.  Francis  H.  Williams  presented  to  the  X -Ray- 
Department  a  stereoscopic  fhioroscope  for  research 
purposes. 

Ten  dollars  was  received  from  The  Merchant's  Legal 
Stamp  Company  as  an  award  in  their  Legal  Stamp 
Prize  Contest.     This  was  added  to  the  Nurses'  Fund. 

Many  gifts  have  been  received  for  the  comfort  and 
pleasure  of  Hospital  patients  through  the  Department 
of  Social  Work. 

The  Trustees  are  grateful,  indeed,  to  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  for  their  support  in  the  endeavor  to  make 
this  Hospital  the  leading  municipal  hospital  in  the 
United  States.  They  are  likewise  grateful  to  the 
Superintendent  for  his  aid  in  the  development  of  these 
plans.  To  his  Assistants,  to  the  Staff  and  to  all  of  the 
many  persons  who  helped  to  make  this  a  banner  year 
the  Trustees  now  express  their  sincere  thanks.

To  the  Trustees: 

Gentlemen, —  I  present  herewith  the  annual  report 
of  the  Hospital  Department  for  the  period  of  eleven 
months  ending  December  31,  1925. 

On  June  1,  1864,  The  Boston  City  Hospital  was  opened 
for  the  admission  of  patients.  Since  that  time  the  num- 
ber of  house  patients  treated  in  the  different  depart- 
ments has  been  639,221  and  the  number  of  out-patients, 
2,328,942.  The  table  on  page  78  shows  the  number  of 
patients  who  have  been  treated  in  the  hospital  proper 
and  the  South  Department  during  the  last  ten  years. 
The  principal  statistics  for  the  period  of  eleven  months 
are  shown  on  pages  80  and  81.

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The  tables  of  disbursements  in  this  report  show  the 
expenditures  of  the  Hospital  Department  during  the 
eleven  months  February  1,  1925,  to  December  31,  1925, 
inclusive.  Tables  No.  1  and  No.  2  show  the  disburse- 
ments in  various  subdivisions  with  per  capita  costs. 
Table  No.  2  shows  the  hospital  proper  combined  with 
South  Department  to  form  the  main  hospital.  Table 
No.  3  shows  the  expenditures  according  to  the  budget 
classification.  Table  No.  4  shows  the  detailed  disburse- 
ments in  various  subdivisions.  Table  No.  5  is  a  com- 
parison of  the  census  and  expenditures  for  the  past  five 
years.  Table  No.  6  is  a  statement  of  the  revenue  re- 
ceived from  all  sources  during  the  year. 

The  total  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  year  for  Hospital 
Department,  in  the  various  branches,  have  been  $1,661,- 
888.45  and  the  disbursements  have  been  made  as  follows :

The  hospital  proper  has  eleven  subdivisions,  the 
hospital  (wards)  proper,  Out-Patient  Department, 
Pathological  Laboratory,  Thorndike  Memorial,  X-Ray 
Department,  Department  of  Physical  Therapeutics, 
Department  of  Immunology,  Blood  Laboratory,  Clinical 
Laboratory,  Department  of  Oral  Surgery,  Department 
of  Social  Work. 

The  expenditures  for  the  South  Department  for 
infectious  diseases,  the  Haymarket  Square  Relief  Station, 
the  East  Boston  Relief  Station  and  the  Convalescent 
Home  are  kept  in  separate  tables. 

The  average  weekly  expenditure  per  ward  patient 
in  the  hospital  proper  was  $30.09;  at  South  Depart- 
ment, $31.26;  at  the  main  hospital  (hospital  proper  and 
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the  South  Department  combined),  $30.29.  At  the 
Convalescent  Home  the  average  weekly  expenditure  per 
patient  was  $26.83. 

The  expenditure  per  visit  per  out-patient  at  the 
hospital  proper  was  79  cents;  at  the  Haymarket  Square 
Relief  Station,  $2.14;  at  the  East  Boston  Relief  Station, 
$1.23. 

The  expenditure  per  person  for  uncooked  food  supplies 
in  all  the  hospital  departments  was  $3.47  per  week  or 
50  cents  per  day. 

The  total  expenditures  of  the  Hospital  Department 
have  been  $1,661,888.45,  but  the  net  cost  to  the  city 
for  maintaining  it  was  only  $1,441,649.82. 

The  maximum  number  of  patients  in  the  hospital 
proper  on  any  one  day  was  920,  as  against  969  in  the 
previous  year.  The  minimum  number  was  635  in 
comparison  with  642  for  the  previous  year.  The  daily 
average  during  the  year  was  7*62.4  and  the  average 
length  of  stay  was  12.9  days. 

There  have  been  treated  in  the  various  out-patient 
departments  at  the  hospital  proper  44,750  patients. 
Other  statistics  may  be  found  elsewhere,  including  the 
number  of  out-patients,  number  of  their  visits,  rate  of 
mortality,  work  of  ambulances,  census  of  days'  board 
for  all  persons,  the  nativity  of  patients  admitted  and 
physical  condition  of  patients  when  discharged. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  February  1,  1925, 
to  December  #1,  1925,  was  1,510.  This  does  not  include 
the  statistics  of  the  South  Department,  but  only  the 
main  hospital.

This  percentage  of  deaths  is  for  the  total  number  of 
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patients  treated  in  the  hospital.  The  deaths  occurring 
within  forty-eight  hours  of  admission  (551)  were  36  per 
cent  of  the  whole  number  of  deaths  (1,510). 

During  the  past  eleven  months  19,680  patients  were 
treated  in  the  wards  of  the  main  hospital,  44,750  as  out- 
patients, 255  at  the  Convalescent  Home,  1,799  at  the 
South  Department;  at  the  Haymarket  Square  Relief 
Station  2,991  were  treated  in  the  wards  and  23,922  as 
out-patients,  and  at  the  East  Boston  Relief  Station,  226 
were  treated  in  the  wards  and  9,792  as  out-patients, 
making  a  total  of  103,415  who  have  received  the  benefits 
of  the  hospital  in  all  departments. 

During  the  past  eleven  months  19,437  persons  applied 
for  admission  at  the  main  hospital  Of  this  number 
18,792  were  admitted  and  645  rejected.  This  number 
rejected  was  3.3  per  cent  of  all  persons  applying,  and  the 
causes  of  rejection  appear  in  the  table  of  applicants  not 
admitted  on  page  84. 

There  were  654  self-rejected  or  deferred.  Of  these, 
420  were  admitted  within  three  days  and  77  were 
admitted  later.  There  were  215  denied  admission 
because  they  had  a  state  settlement,  but  of  these  35 
were  admitted  within  three  days  and  33  were  admitted 
later.  Four  hundred  six  were  rejected  for  lack  of 
accommodation,  but  of  these  117  were  admitted  within 
three  days  and  39  still  later.  Ninety-one  were  refused 
admission  because  they  did  not  reside  within  the  city 
limits,  but  12  of  these  were  admitted  within  three  days 
and  12  later.  Twenty-three  were  denied  admission  on 
account  of  lack  of  information  that  they  were  suitable 
applicants,  but  of  these  7  were  admitted  later.  Nine 
were  referred  to  other  public  institutions  on  account  of 
the  nature  of  their  diseases  but  of  these  1  was  admitted 
later.

The  School  of  Nursing  has  completed  its  forty-sixth 
year.  The  most  important  events  in  its  history  during 
the  year  were  the  addition  of  another  full-time  instructor 
and  the  completion  of  new  classrooms,  as  well  as  a 
science  laboratory. 

The  text  in  practical  nursing  prepared  especially  for 
this  school  has  been  revised  and  greatly  amplified  by  the 
fourth  full-time  instructor. 

At  the  present  time  we  have  a  group  of  sixteen  affilia- 
tions. In  addition  to  practical  experience  on  the  wards, 
these  students  are  given  class  room  instructions  in 
Pediatrics,  Obstetrics,  Communicable  Diseases,  Milk 
Laboratory,  Massage  and  Operating  Room  Technique. 
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The  number  of  hours  of  all  subjects  in  our  lecture 
course  has  been  greatly  increased,  and  we  appreciate 
the  generosity  of  the  doctors  in  giving  their  time  for 
these  lectures. 

With  the  exception  of  three  vacancies  on  our  wards, 
all  positions  for  graduated  nurses  are  filled. 

We  regret  the  loss  of  one  of  our  Alumnae,  Miss  Agnes 
Marks,  who  died  at  her  home  after  a  short  illness. 

Our  outstanding  need  will  be  corrected  with  the 
present  planning  for  increasing  the  capacity  of  the  Vose 
House. 

Changes  in  the  Staff  of  Executives  and  Medical 
Assistants. 

In  March,  John  E.  Hopkins,  M.  D.,  Resident  Surgeon, 
resigned  and  Michael  E.  McGarty,  M.  D.,  was  appointed 
Resident  Surgeon. 

Thomas  P.  Kendrick,  M.  D.,  Resident  Anesthetist, 
left  early  in  the  year,  and  Daniel  C.  Goldfarb,  M.  D., 
succeeded  to  this  position  upon  his  graduation  as  House 
Officer  in  March.  Dr.  Goldfarb  resigned  in  July  and 
Allan  L.  Davis,  M.  D.,  was  appointed  Resident  Anes- 
thetist. Dr.  Davis  resigned  in  November  and  Cornelius 
T.  O'Connor,  M.  D.,  was  appointed  to  the  position. 

John  P.  Treanor,  Jr.,  M.  D.,  working  under  the 
Influenza  Commission,  has  been  Resident  Physician  at 
the  Hospital  for  the  clinical  investigation  of  concen- 
trated pneumococcus  antibodies.  He  worked  through 
the  winter,  making  his  report  and  leaving  in  May. 

In  June,  the  following  changes  occurred  in  the  Staff 
of  the  Pathological  Department:

Assistant.

An  appropriation  of  $14,000  having  been  granted  for 
streptococcus  investigation,  Vitaly  Alexandrov,  M.  D., 
was  appointed  for  this  work,  beginning  in  March.  He 
worked  until  the  end  of  the  year,  the  results  of  his  work 
being  recorded  in  Doctor  Mallory's  report. 

In  the  Thorndike  Memorial  the  following  changes 
have  occurred:  Millard  Smith,  M.  D.,  began  as  Assistant 
in  March.  Charles  A.  Doan,  M.  D.,  Assistant,  resigned 
in  August  and  Soma  Weiss,  M.  D.,  was  appointed  to 
succeed  him.

William  B.  Stevens,  M.  D.,  Assistant  Resident  Phy- 
sician in  the  Thorndike  Memorial,  resigned  in  February 
and  Alberto  Hurtado,  M.  D.,  was  appointed  to  succeed 
him.     Doctor  Hurtado  resigned  in  September. 

Percy  A.  Leddy,  M.  D.,  Volunteer  Resident  Physician 
in  the  Thorndike  Memorial,  resigned  in  November  and 
Nathan  Sidel,  M.  D.,  was  appointed  to  succeed  him. 
In  September,  Robert  Verhoogen,  M.  D.,  and  Victor 
H.  Norris,  M.  D.,  were  appointed  Volunteer  Assistants, 
and  in  October,  William  G.  Lennox,  M.  D.,  was  ap- 
pointed Volunteer  Assistant.  Miss  Olivia  Ames  and 
Miss  Sylvia  Warren  were  also  appointed  Volunteer 
Assistants  in  October. 

In  the  X-Ray  Department,  Joseph  F.  Elward,  M.  D., 
graduating  House  Officer,  served  as  temporary  Assistant 
Physician  from  May  4  until  August  2.      In  October,  a 
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second  position  of  Visiting  Roentgenologist  was  created, 
and  Frederick  W.  O'Brien,  M.  D.,  was  appointed  thereto. 

Thomas  E.  Buckman,  M.  D.,  Hematologist  and 
Visiting  Pediatrician,  resigned  in  October,  1925,  to  the 
regret  of  all  associated  with  him. 

In  the  Pediatric  Service,  Daniel  C.  Darrow,  M.  D., 
Resident  Physician,  left  June  first,  and  Edward  C. 
Smith,  M.  D.,  Assistant  Resident  Physician,  was 
appointed  Resident  Physician.  Doctor  Smith  resigned 
in  September,  and  Stanley  S.  Saunders,  M.  D.,  was 
appointed  Resident  Physician.

WITH     RULES     FOR    ADMISSION,.     GOVERNMENT    AND      DIS-

House   Rules. 

The  doors  and  gates  of  the  Hospital  will  be  closed  at 
ten  o'clock  in  the  evening,  at  which  time  all  inmates, 
excepting  Head  Nurses  (who  are  permitted  to  remain 
out  until  twelve  o'clock  midnight),  shall  be  quiet,  and 
all  not  on  duty  shall  be  in  their  rooms,  unless  otherwise 
specifically  permitted. 

All  officers,  nurses  and  employees  of  the  Hospital, 
when  going  and  coming  to  and  from  the  Hospital,  shall 
enter  and  go  out  by  the  Entrance  Office,  and  by  no  other 
entrance.  Such  officers  and  employees  as  are  required 
shall  use  the  time  register  and  method  of  booking  that 
the  Hospital  rules  require. 

A  record  shall  be  kept  of  all  persons  entering  the 
Hospital  between  the  hours  of  10  o'clock  in  the  evening 
and  7.30  o'clock  in  the  morning. 

No  employee  shall  be  absent  from  the  Hospital  except 
when  permitted  by  special  rules  or  by  the  Superintendent. 

No  officer,  nurse,  male  nurse  or  other  employee  shall, 
directly  or  indirectly,  receive  money  or  other  gifts  from, 
or  in  behalf  of  patients,  except  with  the  approval  of 
the  Superintendent. 

The  use  of  tobacco,  wine  and  intoxicating  liquors  is 
prohibited  within  the  Hospital,  unless  prescribed  by  the 
Visiting  Physicians  or  Surgeons. 

All  profane  and  improper  language,  loud  talking  and 
incivility  are  prohibited. 

All  employees  shall  observe  such  further  rules  and 
directions  for  their  conduct  as  may  from  time  to  time 
be  established. 
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Admission  of  Patients. 

No  person  having  acute  venereal  disease  or  alcoholism 
shall  be  admitted  unless  his  condition  is  urgent,  except 
as  a  paying  patient. 

No  person  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Hospital  whose 
case  is  judged  to  be  incurable,  unless  there  be  urgent 
symptoms  which  are  deemed  capable  of  being  relieved. 

Persons  with  State  settlements,  unless  they  stand  in 
need  of  immediate  relief,  are  to  be  referred  to  the  State 
Hospitals. 

Patients  settled  in  other  Cities  and  Towns  in  [Massa- 
chusetts are  to  be  referred  to  their  own  City  or  Town  for 
treatment,  Boston  cases  being  given  the  preference. 

Unsettled  cases,  if  resident  in  Boston,  may  be  ad- 
mitted as  paying  patients. 

Patients  may  be  admitted  to  the  privileges  of  the 
Hospital  at  such  rates  of  board  as  the  Trustees  may  from 
time  to  time  by  vote  determine,  payment  for  such  cases 
being  secured  by  the  friends  of  the  patients  or  by  the 
authorities  of  the  City  or  Town  in  which  the  patient  is 
legally  settled. 

Whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Trustees,  the  circum- 
stances of  the  patient  will  warrant  it,  the  whole  or  a 
part  of  the  board  shall  be  paid. 

If  separate  apartments  or  articles  not  usually  fur- 
nished at  the  Hospital  are  furnished,  such  payment  shall 
be  made  therefor  as  the  Trustees  shall  deem  reason- 
able. 

Persons  non-resident  and  non-settled  in  Boston  are  to 
be  admitted  only  as  private  patients,  i.  e.,  paying  patients 
in  private  rooms. 

All  accident  or  emergency  cases  shall  be  received  at  all 
hours,  night  or  day,  irrespective  of  settlement. 

In  all  cases  where  any  question  arises  as  to  the  treat- 
ment of  newly  admitted  or  other  patients,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  House  Officer  to  consult  with  the  executive 
on  duty  in  regard  to  such  treatment  until  the  arrival  of 
his  Visiting  Physician  or  Surgeon. 
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If  in  the  judgment  of  the  Admitting  Physician  the 
condition  of  a  newly  admitted  patient  is  sufficiently 
urgent  to  demand  the  attention  of  the  visiting  staff,  he 
shall  so  notify  the  House  Officer  and  shall  direct  him  to 
call  his  Visiting  Physician  or  Surgeon. 

In  case  alcohol  is  administered  to  a  patient  before  or 
after  placing  him  in  the  ambulance,  or  by  any  other 
than  Hospital  employees,  before  the  arrival  of  the 
ambulance,  the  same  is  to  be  promptly  reported  to  the 
Admitting  Physician,  and  a  record  of  the  fact  made  in 
the  clinical  record  book.  This  rule  covers  cases  brought 
by  conveyances  other  than  Hospital  Ambulances. 


Government  of  Patients. 

Patients  shall  implicitly  observe  all  the  rules  of  the 
Hospital. 

Patients  shall  be  in  their  proper  places  in  the  wards 
during  the  visits  of  the  Visiting  Physicians  and  Surgeons, 
and  always  before  7.30  o'clock  in  the  evening,  unless 
specially  excused  by  the  Superintendent. 

Such  free  patients  as  are  able  shall  assist  in  nursing 
and  perform  such  other  services  as  may  be  reasonably 
required  of  them. 

No  patient  shall  leave  the  Hospital  grounds  without  a 
pass  from  the  Superintendent,  nor  leave  his  ward  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  Nurse  in  charge. 

No  patient  shall  purchase,  or  cause  to  be  purchased 
for  him,  any  article  of  food  whatsoever,  nor  any  other 
article,  without  the  consent  of  the  Superintendent. 

Profane  and  obscene  language,  loud  talking  and 
incivility  are  prohibited. 

Patients  may  be  visited  by  clergymen  of  their  own 
selection,  and  any  wish  for  the  performance  of  a  par- 
ticular religious  rite  shall  be  granted  when  practicable. 

Complaints,  for  whatever  cause,  may  be  made  to  the 
Superintendent,  and  whenever  requested  shall  be  by  him 
reported  to  the  Trustees. 


134  Annual  Report  of 

Discharge  of  Patients. 

Patients  shall  be  discharged  by  the  Superintendent. 

Upon  the  request  of  patients  discharged  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Visiting  Physicians  or  Surgeons, 
they  shall  be  provided  with  a  certificate  stating  their 
condition  at  the  time  of  discharge,  whether  cured, 
relieved  or  not  relieved,  which  certificate  shall  be  signed 
by  the  Superintendent. 

Whenever  a  patient  is  removed  from  the  Hospital 
without  the  approval  of  the  Superintendent,  a  written 
statement  to  that  effect  shall  be  required  from  any 
person  assuming  the  responsibility  of  the  removal. 

Visitors. 

No  person  shall  visit  any  part  of  the  premises  except 
on  business,  or  at  such  times  as  may  be  fixed  for  the 
reception  of  visitors,  without  the  permission  of  the 
Superintendent  or  of  some  one  of  the  Trustees. 

Daily,  from  2  to  3  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  friends 
may  be  permitted  to  visit  patients,  though  no  patient 
shall  receive  more  than  two  visitors  at  that  hour;  and 
from  6  to  6.30  o'clock  on  each  week  day  friends  may  be 
permitted  to  visit  patients,  though  no  patient  shall 
receive  more  than  one  visitor  at  that  hour.  Children 
under  sixteen  years  of  age  are  prohibited  from  visiting 
the  Children's  Wards.  In  all  cases,  however,  the 
Trustees  and  the  Superintendent  may  exercise  dis- 
cretionary powers  as  to  excluding  or  admitting  visitors. 

When  visitors  are  admitted  outside  the  regular 
visiting  hours  they  shall  not  be  permitted  to  remain 
more  than  half  an  hour,  unless  a  special  permission 
to  remain  longer  is  granted. 

All  visitors  shall  leave  the  Hospital  when  the  bell  rings 
at  the  expiration  of  the  visiting  hour. 

No  visitor  shall  take  any  meal  in  the  Hospital,  or 
pass  the  night  therein,  without  permission  of  the  Super- 
intendent or  one  of  the  Trustees. 

No  visitor  shall  be  allowed  to  give  any  article  of  food 
or  drink  to  a  patient  except  by  permission  of  the  Nurse; 
and  any  article  sent  to  a  patient  shall  be  left  at  the 
Entrance  Office. 
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SPECIAL  RULES  FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF 
THE   SOUTH   DEPARTMENT. 


The  department  of  The  Boston  City  Hospital  located 
on  the  westerly  side  of  Massachusetts  avenue  shall  be 
designated  as  the  South  Department  of  The  Boston  City 
Hospital.  It  shall  receive  patients  who  require  treat- 
ment for  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever,  measles,  whooping 
cough,  and  for  other  contagious  diseases  as  may  be 
determined  from  time  to  time  by  the  Trustees. 

The  Superintendent  and  Medical  Director  of  the 
hospital  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  Trustees,  have 
the  general  control  and  management  of  this  department 
in  the  same  manner  as  of  other  departments  of  the 
Hospital. 

The  rules  of  the  Hospital  shall,  so  far  as  applicable, 
and  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  apply  to  the  various 
officers  and  employees  and  to  the  conduct  and  manage- 
ment of  this  department. 
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SPECIAL  RULES  FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF 
THE  HAYMARKET  SQUARE  AND  THE  EAST 
BOSTON    RELIEF   STATIONS. 


The  Boston  City  Hospital  Relief  Stations  are  estab- 
lished not  as  hospitals,  but  as  departments  of  The  Boston 
City  Hospital  for  temporary  relief,  and  the  rules  and 
methods  prevailing  now  in  the  Hospital  shall,  so  far  as 
applicable,  and  not  inconsistent  with  special  rules,  apply 
to  the  Relief  Stations. 

The  Stations  shall  afford  temporary  relief  in  all  classes 
of  accident  and  disease.  They  shall  be  open  at  all  hours 
for  patients  requiring  treatment  or  attention.  Patients 
requiring  ward  treatment,  whether  received  at  the 
Stations  or  taken  up  in  ambulances,  shall,  so  far  as  is 
consistent  with  their  welfare,  be  forthwith  transferred 
or  carried  to  the  Hospital  for  extended  treatment,  but 
ward  accommodations  shall  be  afforded  patients  whose 
condition  is  such  that  they  cannot  properly  be  trans- 
ferred. Patients  may,  however,  if  it  is  deemed  desirable, 
be  transferred  by  the  ambulances  to  other  hospitals  or 
to  their  homes.  First  treatment  may  be  afforded  at  the 
Stations,  although  the  applicants  are  not  such  as  require 
ward  treatment. 

The  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital  shall  have  the 
general  administration,  management  and  control  of  the 
stations,  the  same  as  of  other  departments  of  the 
Hospital. 

The  Superintendent  shall,  once  a  year,  nominate  for 
confirmation  by  the  Trustees  a  Resident  Surgeon  and 
one  or  more  Assistant  Resident  Surgeons  for  each 
station;  and  shall  appoint  and  employ  or  detail  for 
service  in  each  department,  from  time  to  time,  as  may 
be  necessary,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Trustees  or 
of   the   proper   committees,    a   Matron,    a   Supervisor, 
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Nurses,  Male  Nurses  and  such  other  minor  employees  as 
may  be  required  for  the  proper  conduct  of  the  Station, 
who  shall  be  subject  to  his  supervision. 

The  various  officers  and  employees  of  the  stations 
shall  perform  such  duties  other  than  those  specified  as 
may  be  required  by  the  Trustees  or  the  Superintendent, 
according  to  the  nature  of  their  respective  duties.  The 
Resident  Surgeons,  the  Matrons,  Supervisors,  and  such 
other  officers  as  may  be  so  required,  shall  reside  at  the 
stations. 

Patients. 

Alcoholic  and  insane  patients  shall  not  be  received 
unless  there  is  surgical  or  medical  complication  making 
hospital  treatment  absolutely  necessary. 

No  patient,  after  being  admitted  to  the  wards,  shall 
leave  the  station  until  his  discharge  without  a  pass  from 
the  proper  officer,  nor  shall  he  visit  other  parts  of  the 
station  without  permission. 

Ward  patients  shall  be  discharged  by  the  Superin- 
tendent or  Resident  Surgeon. 

Ambulance  Service  at  the  Haymarket  Square 
Relief  Station. 

The  ambulance  service  of  the  station  shall  be  under 
the  direct  control  of  the  Resident  Surgeon,  and  shall 
co-operate  with  that  of  the  Hospital  with  which  it  shall 
form  one  general  system.  Ambulances  shall,  in  response 
to  calls,  be  dispatched  from  the  station  or  the  Hospital 
as  the  exigency  may  require.  The  utmost  dispatch 
shall  be  exercised  in  the  ambulance  service,  so  far  as  is 
consistent  with  a  regard  for  the  welfare  of  the  patient 
and  the  interest  of  the  public. 

Ambulances  shall  in  general  be  sent  from  the  station 
or  the  Hospital  at  least  upon  a  general  alarm  to  all  fires 
occurring  in  the  city  proper  and  in  such  further  districts 
as  may  be  determined  upon. 

An  ambulance  shall  be  held  during  the  hours  of  the 
day  in  complete  readiness  to  make  immediate  response 
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to  calls,  and  shall  be  kept  in  condition  to  make  prompt 
response  to  calls  at  any  time  of  the  night. 

A  House  Officer  shall  accompany  the  ambulance,  shall 
direct  its  course  and  shall  have  direction  of  the  care  and 
treatment  of  the  patient  until  received  at  his  destination. 

The  foreman  of  the  ambulance  service  at  the  hospital 
station  shall  visit  and  inspect  the  Ambulance  Depart- 
ment of  the  station  from  time  to  time,  but  the  immediate 
carrying  out  of  directions  shall  be  under  the  assistant 
foreman  at  the  station. 

Ambulance    Service   at   the   East   Boston   Relief 

Station. 
The  rules  and  methods  prevailing  in  the  Haymarket 
Square  Relief  Station  ambulance  service  shall,  so  far  as 
applicable,  be  effective  in  the  East  Boston  Relief  Station 
ambulance  service. 
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SPECIAL  RULES  FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF 
THE    CONVALESCENT   HOME. 


The  department  of  The  Boston  City  Hospital  located 
on  Dorchester  avenue,  in  Dorchester,  shall  be  known  as 
the  Convalescent  Home,  and  shall  receive  such  patients 
recovering  from  acute  diseases  as  shall  be  transferred 
to  it  from  the  Main  Hospital  for  treatment  during 
convalescence. 

The  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital  shall,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Trustees,  have  the  control  and  manage- 
ment of  the  Convalescent  Home  in  the  same  manner  as 
of  other  departments  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Superintendent  shall  appoint,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Trustees,  a  Matron,  and  shall  employ, 
under  their  direction,  such  further  assistants  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  proper  conduct  and  service  of  the 
home. 

The  Matron,  under  the  direction  of  the  Superintend- 
ent, shall  have  the  immediate  charge  of  the  home  and 
the  control  of  all  nurses  and  other  employees  and 
patients.     She  shall  reside  at  the  Home. 

Visitors. 

Friends  may  be  permitted  to  visit  patients  daily 
between  three  and  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  In  all 
cases  the  Trustees,  Superintendent  and  Matron  may 
exercise  discretionary  powers  as  to  excluding  or  ad- 
mitting visitors. 

Vistors  shall  leave  the  Home  and  grounds  at  the 
expiration  of  the  visiting  hour,  and  shall  visit  no  part  of 
the  Home  or  grounds  other  than  the  reception  room, 
except  by  permission  from  the  proper  authority. 

No  person  shall  give  any  article  of  food  or  drink  to  a 
patient  except  by  permission  of  the  Matron.
